WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The 


Pivotal state of Ohio, famed for its 
quota of presidents, captured the 
political spotlight today as a re- 
sult of the apparent victory of 
Robert J. Bullfley, a dripping wet, 
in its Deniccratic senatorial pri- 
maiy. 


The nomination of Bulkley fur- 


nished greater interest to politi- 
cians here than either the victory 
of Senator George W. Norris in 
Nebraska or the overwhelming re- 
nomination of Senator Joe T. Rob- 
inson in Arkansas. The victories 
of the latter were considered sig- 
nificant as further relegating the 
bitter Hoover-Smith campaign of 
1928 and its subsequent feuds into 
tbe limb of forgotten affairs. 


FOOD FOB THOUGHT 


The Ohio result gave party 


leaders real food for thought about 
the future. Bulkley, a Cleveland 
attorney pledged to repeal of pro- 
hibition, ,was reported a winner 
over a mbdincationist and three 
drys. His nomination will make 
the November senatorial contest 
in the Buckeye state a real out 
and out wet-and-dry battle, since 
Senator Roscoe McCulloch, Repub- 
lican incumbent renominated with- 
out opposition, is a bone dry. 
Their fight- for the senatorial toga 
will attract nation-wide interest, 
because of Ohio's unique import- 
aace in presidential races and~be- 
cause it is the birthplace and Nat-- 
ional home ot the 
Anti-Saloon

Arkansas found 
Norris and -Robinson winners over 
approximately thfe same type of 
opposition. 
Norris was assailed 


for bolting to Smith in 1928; Rob- 
inson was attacked for having 
served as Smith's running-mate 
Both were denounced for their 
World Court votes. Norris was 
criticized for supporting the Lon- 
don naval pact and Robinson for 
Having helped to draft it. Norris

advantage of 


luke-warm support from the Anti- 
Saloon League. Many observers 
here however, looked upon their 
victories as personal. 


FACES OPFOSITION 


While Norris surmounted one 


obstacle in yesterday's primary, 
He will face stiff opposition in 
November from former 
Senator 


Gilbert M. Hitchcock. The in- 
surgent leader though will have 
regular Republican support then, 
as Senator Simeon D. Fess (R), 
of Ohio, the new National Repub- 
lican chairman; publicly announc- 
ed his committee would aid Norris 
in November if he won the Re- 
publican nomination. 


The victory of Hitchcock made 


th£ Nebraska result slightly con- 
fusing to National observers^ since 
he won over Dr. Jennie Callfas, 
who bolted Smith for Hoover two 
years ago.

First' of all, in fulfillment of nis

Byrd. The Larsen was an unusu- 
ally sturdy ship which had been 
through a series, of summers as a 
floating base for ^whaling ships <n 
the Ro$s-Se$r, Possession of it 
Helped Byrd solve, the problem of 
getting jliia . enopnaous stores of 
supplies down to New Zealand.

All four were watched with tbe 
minutest care while being manu- 
factured. Every smallest part was 
passed, only after the closest in- 
spection. And -.jafte'r they were 
put together ana'pronounced ready

• grueling tests. The Floyd Bennett,

11- ency.. proved beyond the shadow 
ed a doubt. .. 
it Every division of the expedition 
( .s equipped with the most de- 
. . Triable- radio sets. Such radio 
equipment as 'tbe Byxd force ob- 
tained^Ws an utterly unheard-of 
addition to the equipment of any 
Polar unit. Nqt only were the 
ships provided, the ice ship, the 
City of New York and the Eleanor 
Boiling being fitted with powerful, j 
500 watt intermediate - frequency j 


transmitters, but the headquarters 
at Little America were similarly 
provided. There were, in addition, 
three short-wave transmitters for 
the three major divisions of the 
Ross Sea group. Finally, each had 
its own, small portable set. In a 
sentence the Radio equipment was 
such as to guarantee that no mem- 
ber of the expedition, if cut olf 
from the mam party, would be 
left without efficient, 
adequate 


means with which to communicate 
his plight and summon aid. 


A curios, though somewhat less 


sizeable piece of equipment made 
especialy for the expedition was a 
so-called sextant camera, the fir-jt 
of its kind. This was constructed 
to take pictures while the plane 
in which it was installed 
raced 


through the air at 100 miles an 
hour The pictures took in a width 
of ground eight miles across. No 
number of airplanes, which could 
have been transported into Ant- 
arctica, would have been able to 
cover so much territory that the 
observers would have been able to 
note and map the conformation of 
the entire region centering upon 
Little America With the sextant 
camera, 
however, 
the several 


ships in Byrd's expedition were 
able to photograph, accurately and 
in detail, and to bring home re- 
cords of more country than had 
been charted by all other polar ex- 
peditions. 


The sextant camera was the in- 


vention of Commander M.R. Pierce 
of the United States Naval Air 
Station at Lakehurst, N. J., who 
developed it in cooperation with 
the Eastman Kodak Company at 
Rochester, N. Y. It made 100 se- 
parate pictures off one roll of 
film and each picture was automa- 
tically rolled out, cut off, and de- 
posited in a safe, dark-box attach- 
ed to the camera. 


Notwithstanding that ships and 


airplanes were to play such a ma- 
jor role in the expedition, Byrd 
had to have a pack of Alaskan 
sledge dogs and it was of the uc- 
most 
importance 
that 
these 


be of the best breed and quality. 
He ended up with almost a hun- 
dred, beautiful, intelligent annuals. 
Each was a cross of a domestica- 
ted breed with the northern dog, 
variously known as malamute, Es- 
kimoA'SjDerian, or Labrador dog. 
'TThil xrontestic-itram' Jendowld Ithe 
axumal with intelligence and devo- 
tion to its master. The northern 
strain bred resistance to cold and 
made what would otherwise have 
oeen an ordinary dog into ninety 
pounds of fighting devil. 


Footwear was an important 


item. It was finally decided to 
have reindeer boots and these were 
made of huge sizes, to leave room 
for the almost unlimited pairs of 
socks without which no foot could 
have kept warm. It was necessary, 
also, to have place for a quantity 
of senna grass which absorbed 
moister. Socks or no socks, feet 
could not have been kept warm in 
the 
sub-frigid 
temperatures of 


Antarctic if they had been in the 
least damp from perspiration. 


Ships, planes , cameras, radio, 


footgear, were a few of the thou- 
sand and one details which could 
not be overlooked. In the end 
Commander 
Byrd and his assis- 


tants found they had remembered 
everything, 
but the amount uf 


money they had spent was stag- 
gering. Although they had receiv- 
ed gift 
equipment 
and stores 


equaling in many instances the va- 
lue of the stuffs they purchased, 
they found, while tbe start of the 
expedition was still several months 
away, that their expenditures and 
commitments had run close to a 
millon dollars and they were for- 
ced to conclude that before they 
got home from the Far South they 
would have spent considerably 
more than a million. 


No such total had ever been 


reached by any previous expedi- 
tion. 
Some of the items which 


went to make up tbe total were: 
equipment, $435,000, including 
ships and airplanes; salaries, $90,- 
000; 
transportation, 
over 
ani 


above the transportation provided 
by the ships of 
the 
expedition, 


$237,546; dogs, $3,500; sleds and 
harness, $300; that special foot- 
wear, $5,000; books, $1,000; sci- 
entific instruments (moat of which 
were donated), $5,000; tents. $1,- 
000; tractors and similar heavy 
equipment, 
$30,000, 
foodstuffs, 


$30,000. 


For all these properties and 


provisions Commander Byrd man- 
aged to find the money, working 
ahead, slowly but surely, with that 
dogged refusal 
to admit failure 


which had marked his whole ca- 
reer since the day when that unde- 
pendable foot of his set in motion 
the curious train, of events which 
tripped him up at regular intervals 
for years. True enough, his road 
now was easier than it had ever 
been before. He knew so much 
more; his prestige, enormously m- 
creased, was a valuable and help- 
ful factor. Nevertheless he did 
not work without obstacles and 
disappointments in his way 
Copyright 193O, by A. L,.
